The Governor stated fhat he 
i vanted to make certaif^pte pare receiving full cooperation 
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He asked that In the event the Bureau did not receive full 
I cooperation he wanted me to bring it to his attention, as he 
I wanted to make certain that there was complete cooperation and 
I that the Bureau received it*

At the conclusion of the interview, he reiterated that he wanted 
to be certain that I called upon him any time he could help. 

I told him I would not hesitate to do this and that J knew the 
Director would want him to feel free to call upon us if the 
Bureau could be of any assistance to him in matters where that 
assistance was indicated and possible. He stated he was 
certain that this was the case and that he would do so. 

Governor ROCKEFELLER obviously has high regard for the Bureau 
and very clearly indicated it was his desire that there be full 
cooperation extended to the Bureau by State agencies during 
his administration. He seemed most sincere.
